For the information of many into whose hands this first bulletin 
may fall, it was decided that a brief sketch of the origin and organization 
of the United States Board on Geographic Names would be desirable. It 
is well known that the Government is largely engaged in the discovery 
and dissemination of geographical information, and that several of its 
Bureaus are charged with the production of charts and maps relating not 
only to the United States, but involving in some instances the geography 
of the whole world. 

In the several surveys in process of execution by the Government, each 
having a specific end in view, duplication of chart and map production 
has been found not only desirable but necessary, and it has long been 
known that considerable differences existed among the various Bureaus 
on the subject of geographic nomenclature. A closer examination showed 
that in no Department or Bureau was there anything like a system of 
nomenclature, the geographical names adopted being rather the result of 
accident than otherwise, one authority being accepted in one Bureau at 
one time, while that of others was entirely different. Indeed, there was 
often a lack of harmony in the publications of a single Bureau, growing 
out of the influence of varying and uncertain local traditions. In the 
winter of 1889-90 the matter became a subject of conference among a 
few of those most closely interested, and it was determined to do some- 
thing in the direction of removing a serious and growing evil in Govern- 
ment publications. 

A correspondence with the heads of Departments and chiefs of Bureaus 
especially concerned in the production of charts, maps, and other geo- 
graphical publications was undertaken by the Superintendent of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, in which it was proposed to organize a Board con- 
sisting of representatives from such Departments and Bureaus, to which 
might be referred all questions arising in any of them relating to geo- 
graphic names, the action of such Board to be accepted as final, to the 
end that uniformity of nomenclature might be secured in all Government 
publications. The suggestion received favorable consideration in all 
quarters and resulted in the organization of the Board in April, 1890.

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It was immediately discovered that there was plenty of work for it to do, 
as questions for it to consider and determine came pouring in from all 
sides. After several meetings, in which much was done in the way of de- 
termining methods of procedure and general principles of control, as well 
as in the actual consideration of over a hundred cases, it was recognized 
that the importance of the work of the Board and the difficulties of an 
administrative character which might be anticipated required that its ex- 
istence and organization should be strengthened by something in addition 
to a simple temporary convention among those most interested. Under 
the circumstances, executive authority could alone secure the universal 
adoption in all Government publications of the decisions of the Board. 
The matter was therefore brought to the attention of the President of the 
United States, who recognized the desirability of accomplishing the end 
proposed, and on September 4, 1890, issued an executive order formally 
creating the Board. A copy of this order is printed below. 

In disposing of any question which is brought to the attention of the 
Board the following plan is pursued : It is first referred to the executive 
committee, consisting at present of Mr. Henry Gannett of the U. S. 
Geological Survey, Lieut. Richardson Clover, U. S. N., Navy Depart- 
ment, and Mr. Herbert G. Ogden, U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
This committee is charged with the thorough investigation of the question, 
and is expected to consult authorities and to make use of such assistance 
as it may find anywhere available. A resume of the results of such inves- 
tigation, together with a recommendation, is made to the Board at a reg- 
ular meeting, and, after discussion, the decision is reached by a vote. 

Certain principles have been adopted for general guidance as their 
necessity has become apparent. These principles are set forth on suc- 
ceeding pages. Those relating to names in foreign countries are in con- 
formity with the English system of geographical nomenclature. 

The Board is already greatly indebted to several correspondents for aid 
in reaching the decisions published in this bulletin, notably in the case of 
the long list of Alaska names, concerning which most of the best authori- 
ties on Alaska in this country have been consulted. 

It desires to continue to receive the assistance of all geographers, his- 
torians, and other scholars interested in geographic nomenclature, and 
will be pleased to receive communications from such at any time. While 
it cannot hope to be infallible in its decisions, it trusts that with such as- 
sistance its mistakes may be few, and that it may succeed in bringing to 
orderly uniformity the great confusion in nomenclature which now exists 
in Government publications. Although its functions are purely those of 
a Government Board and its decisions binding on Government officers only, 
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it may not be improper to express a hope that they may also be followed 
by the public in general, especially the map and text-book publishers, 
and to this end copies of the bulletins, which will be issued from time to 
time as occasion demands, will be sent, as far as possible, to all request- 
ing them. 

Lieutenant Richardson Clover, Hydrographic Office, Navy Department, 
is the Secretary of the Board, to whom all communications may be ad- 
dressed. 
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EXECUTIVE ORDER. 

As it is desirable that uniform usage in regard to geographic nomen- 
clature and orthography obtain throughout the Executive Departments 
of the Government, and particularly upon the maps and charts issued by 
the various Departments and Bureaus, I hereby constitute a Board on 
Geographic Names, and designate the following persons, who have here- 
tofore co-operated for a similar purpose under the authority of *the several 
Departments, Bureaus, and Institutions with which they are connected, 
as members of said Board :

To this Board shall be referred all unsettled questions concerning 
geographic names which arise in the Departments, and the decisions of 
the Board are to be accepted by these Departments as the standard au- 
thority in such matters. 

Department officers are instructed to afford such assistance as may be 
proper to carry on the work of this Board. 

The members of this Board shall serve without additional compensation, 
and its organization shall entail no expense on the Government.

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PRINCIPLES. 

Adopted f6r guidance in determining the official form or rendering of 
geographic names : 

1. That spelling and pronunciation which is sanctioned by local usage 
should in general be adopted. 

2. Where names have been changed or corrupted, and such changes or 
corruptions have become established by local usage, it is not in general 
advisable to attempt to restore the original form. 

3. In cases where what was evidently originally the same word appears 
with various spellings, sanctioned by local usage, when applied to differ- 
ent features, these various spellings should be regarded as in effect different 
names, and as a rule, it is inadvisable to attempt to produce uniformity. 

4. Where a choice is offered between two or more names for the same 
place or locality, all sanctioned by local usage, that which is most appro- 
priate and euphonious should be adopted. 

5. The possessive form should be avoided whenever it can be done with- 
out destroying the euphony of the name or changing its descriptive appli- 
cation . 

6. Geographic names in countries that use the Roman characters should 
be rendered in the form adopted by the country having jurisdiction, except 
when there are English equivalents already fixed by usage. In cases 
where the English equivalent i3 so different from the national form that 
the identity of the latter with the former might not be recognized, both 
forms may be given. 

7. The spelling of geographic names that require transliteration into 
Roman characters should represent the principal sounds of the word as 
pronounced in the native tongue, in accordance with the sounds of the 
letters in the following system : 

An approximation only to the true sound is aimed at in this system. 
The vowels are to be pronounced as in Italian and on the continent of 
Europe generally, and the consonants as in English.
